NEW  COFFEE   FIELDS  IN 
COLOMBIA. 

I  have  the  honor  to  foiward  an  account 
of  tlie  new  coffee  country  ot  the  Sierra 
Neviidas  of  Sinla  Maria.  Is  has  been  found 
that  coffee  does  well  in  that  section,  and 
larffe  tracts  of  land  are  being  secured  lor 
planlalions.  I  am  indebted  lo  William 
Crane,  Esq.,  an  American  now  f,nowing 
coffee  in  the  Sieiras,  fur  much  of  the  in- 
formation. 

Until  two  or  three  years  ago,  the  Sierra 
Nevada  mountains,  whose  snow-crowned 
summits  are  the  first  to  meet  the  gaze  of 
the  traveler  hitherward,  had  invited  in  vain 
the  explorer,  the  miner,  and  the  botanist; 
and  the  seamy  knowledge  of  them  gained 
by  the  Spaniards,  in  unsuccessful  attempts 
lo  subdue  their  aboriginal  inhabitants,  had 
been  forgotten. 

At  last,  three  hundred  and  sixty  years 
after  the  settlement  of  Europeans  upon 
these  shores,  the  inhabitants  are  awakening 
to  the  fact  that  at  their  doors  lies  one  ol  the 
most-favored  districts  ol  South  America  for 
the  cultivation  of  coffee. 

For  inany  years,  coifee  has  been  grown 
in  the  interior  departments,  notably  Sant- 
andcr,  Cundinamarca,  and  Tolima,  and  its 
export  from  these  deparlments  has  steadily 
increased  for  fifteen  years,  but  the  diffrcnll- 
ies  in  the  way  of  getting  the  crop  to  tide 
water  or  to  a  navigable  stream  have  been  a 
serious  deterrent  lo  a  general  development 
of  the  regions  adapted  to  coffee  culture. 

Tlie  cost  of  carriage  for  several  days' 
journey  upon  pack  mules  to  reach  the 
Magdalena  river  or  some  tributary,  navi- 
gable only  by  rafts  or  canoes,  and  tlie  loss 
and  damage  suffered  in  transit,  have  made 
such  inroads  into  the  profits  that  would 
otherwise  result  from  its  production  that, 
although  the  coffee  is  of  a  high  grade,  litde 
attention  was  paid  lo  its  cultivation,  until 
the  sudden  collapse  of  the  market  for  cin- 
chona baik  drew  the  attention  ol  commerce 
to  coifee  as  the  most  available  article  of 
exchange  for  foreign  importations. 

Some  effort  has  been  made  toward  the 
improvement  of  transportation,  many  con- 
cessions have  been  granted  for  railways,  and 
vast  sums  wasted  in  subsidies;  but  no  con- 
siderable betterment  is  noticeable  in  the 
means  of  land  or  water  carriage  over  those 
of  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago. 

In  the  latter  years  ol  the  last  century,  a 
single  small  plantation  <if  coffee  was  es- 
tablished on  the  northern  slope  of  the 
foothills  of  the  Sierra  Nevada,  but  was 
ahandoneri  for  two  generations,  on  account 
of  the  low  price  and  small  demand  for 
coifee  of  that  time.  This  and  a  few  small 
plantations  in  the  lowlands  were  all  that 
saved  the  entire  region  from  being  an  un- 
broken wilderness. 

The  favorable  reports  of  a  few  lookers 
about  who  have  explored  this  range,  or 
rather  group,  of  mountains  have  attracted 
attention,  and,  lalterly,  beginnings  have 
been  made  upon  a  dozen  or  more  planta- 
tions, chiefly  within  a  radius  of  as  many 
mihs  from  Santa  Marta. 

The  conditions  of  soil,  temperature,  rain- 
fall, and  available  water  poiver  can  hardly 
be  surpassed.  While  the  greater  part  of 
the  section  is  composed  ol  slopes  ol  greater 
or  less  steepness,  little  ol  it  is  so  steep  as  to 
be  unavailable  for  planting,  and  there  are 
fr.-qient  intervals  and  high  table-lands  ol 
considerable  extent. 


At  a  height  of  1,500  feet,  the  mean  tem- 
perature is  -0°  F.,  80°  and  6o»  being  the 
maximum  and  minimun)  ihioughout  the 
yeai.  The  climate  is  lalubrious,  and  the 
Eiiropcau  can  perform  a  full  day's  labor 
without  undue  latigue.  All  the  vegetables 
and  many  of  the  fruits  of  the  temperate 
zone  flourish.  Upon  the  northern  and 
northwestern  slopes,  cofl^ee  is  found  grow- 
ing wild  in  considerable  tracts  of  the  forest 

The  supply  ol  young  plants  in  such 
profusion  is  of  great  value  in  the  making 
of  a  plantation,  shorlenini>  by  a  year  or 
more  the  lime  which  would  otherwise  elapse 
before  a  crop  could  be  produced. 

But  perhaps  the  most  important  ajvan-  , 
tage  which  this  region  presents  is  its  near- 
I  ness  to  the  excellent  harbor  of  Santa 
Marta,  to  which  port  the  product  of  planta- 
tions can  he  cairied  at  trifling  expense,  and 
with  no  risk  of  loss  or  damage.  Santa 
Marta  is  a  port  of  call  for  several  lines  ot 
steamers,  besides  a  regular  trimonthly  ser- 
vice of  Iruit  steamers,  soon  to  be  made 

weekly. 

While  considerable  tract!  of  the  land  near 
the  port  have  been  taken  up,  there  still  are 
huniheds  of  square  miles  ol  the  public 
domain  well  adapted  for  coffee  planting- 
and  the  land  laws  of  the  republic  are  very 
liberal,  oflijring  equal  conditions  to  native 
and  foiei.Rn  settlers. 

The  quality  ol  coj'ee  grown  here  is  fully 
equal  lo  the  best  grades  produced  in  the 
country,  and  as  an  indication  of  ihe  duration 
of  a  plantation,  the  old  plantation  before 
mentioned  may  be  cited,  for,  although  no 
care  and  but  trilling  expense  have  been 
bestowed  upon  it  during  at  least  half  a 
century,  the  present  owner  still  gathers  from 
the  portions  not  smothered  entirely  by  forest 
growth,  enough  fruit  to  give  him  a  profit 
over  mfintenance  of  plant,  while  employing 
only  the  most  antiquated  and  crudest 
methods  of  preparing  the  crop  for    market.

According  to  a  Washington  telegram  of 
the  4th  instant,  "the  goveniinent  nf  the 
United  States  is  at  this  moment  stiiytliiif!; 
what  shall  be  the  most  eOTicacious  meas- 
ures of  defence  to  be  employed  against  lui- 
rope,  where  the  imporiaiion  of  NorLJi  Am- 
erican pioducts  is  en'-ountering  new  oh- 
slacles  day  by  day."  There  is  no  great  de- 
gree of  accuracy  in  these  telegrams,  hut 
Hssuming  this  one  to  be  correct  we  shall 
venture  our  modest  contribution  to  the  in- 
quiry and  offer  our  best  advice  as  to  tlie 
solution.  We  find  that  lunnan  nature  is 
very  much  the  same  all  the  world  ovei-, 
and  the  American  has  only  to  put  hiniscH 
in  the  other  man's  place  in  order  to  fuiii 
the  motive  and  remedy  for  any  course  of 
action.  If  the  European  is  hostile  to  Anv 
erican  trade,  he  mnst  have  some  defmiie 
reason  for  it,  and  the  remedy  ought  lo  be 
found  in  its  removal.  In  our  opinion — and 
we  speak  as  an  American  who  loves  !iis 
country  weli  enough  to  wish  her  to  be  on 
the  best  terms  with  the  wliole  world — the 
prime  cause  for  this  hostility  to  American 
productions  is  the  selfish  protectionist  po- 
licy pursued  by  the  United  Stales  for  the 
last  thirty  odd  year.s.  This  policy  has  been 
enforced  rigorously  and  offensively,  and 
has  caused  widespread  injury  to  European 
interfeSls.  It  has  denounced  the  laborers 
and  artizans  of  Europe  as  paupers,  it  has 
imposed  humiliating  restrictions  upon  irade 
in  addition  lo  tlie  heavy  taxes,  and  liiis 
treated  its  merchants  and  manufacuirfrs 
as  men  unworthy  of  confidence.  In  every 
tariff  debate  at  Washington,  the  harshest 
terms  are  used  to  characieriiie  the  miitivcs 
and  practices  of  the  European  tradestnen 
and  manufacturers,  and  ihey  have  been 
gratuitously  accused  of  puiposes  malignan- 
tly hoslile  to  the  United  Slates.  It  must 
be  borne  in  mind  that  there  are  countries  in 
Europe  so  crowded  with  poptilaiion  and 
so  situated  that  they  cannot  feed  them- 
selves. They  must  manufacture  and  ex- 
change their  products  for  food,  or  ihey  will 
starve.  Commerce  to  them  is  a  necessity, 
and  when  they  find  a  great  food -producing 
nUion:  willully  closing  its  doors  to  their 
products  and  exacdng  cash  only  for  its  food 
tliey  must  resent  it.  Under  the  Siime  cir- 
cumstances, the  Ameviciin  would  do  exactly 
the  same  thing',  and  his  political  orators 
would  proclaim  his  resentment  from  tlie 
housetops.  It  is  plain,  common  human 
nature.  Now  the  best  defence  against  so 
hurtful  a  hostility  is  to  remove  the  cause. 
Ifthe  American  wants  to  sell  liberally,  let 
him  buy  liberally.  Let  him  open  his  doors 
to  commerce,  let  him  treat  all  the  nations  of 
the  world  as  brothers,  let  him  put  away  his 
suspicion  and  selfishness,  and  let  him  adopt 
'the' one  natural  ?nd  reasonable  policy  in  all 
his  interhi  lional  relations— that  of  free  trad  \ 
It  can  be  no  more  hurtful  for  him  lo  trade 
uniesti'ictedly  with  Europe  than  it  is  tor  iwo 
American'^  living  in  different  states.  It  is 
.aJways  good  to  sell  in  the  highest  market 
"and  to  buy  in  the  cheapest.  And  the  belter 
cash  result  arising  from  such  a  commercial 
."^licy  will  make  him  richer  and  stronger. 

■  There  is  no  occasion  to  build  his  Chinese 
wall  any  higher.  Let  it  he  razed  to  tiie 
■■ground  and  let  the  whole  world  come  in, 
anddiewill  soon  find,  himself  relieved  from 
all  siJch  perplexing  inquiries  as  lliat  of  how

CoHee— The  maiket  has  been  quiet,  ilie  reported^  sales  do 
not  exceed  37.o<.o  bags,  and  the  very  important  lise  in  ex- 
change  has  kept  prices  irregular  and  decidedly  nominal. 
Brokers  have  quoted  as  low  as  lafjoo  per  arraba  for  No.  7 
during  the  week,  but  on  Saturday  there  was  a  sharp  rally 
and  the  market  dosed  firm.  It  is  .suspected  that  factors  ge- 
nerally have  reduced  their  stocks,  for  ovei'  6tp,o:obaes  w.^re 
shipped  during  ihe  week,  and  as  tlieir  interests,  iLercfore, 
wetc  identical  with  those  of  the  exporters,  the  advance  in  ex- 
change was  freely  used  to  influence  the  factors.  The  result 
however,  dees  not  seem  to  have  been  very  satisractory,  anil 
the  pusiiiun  is  shown  by  the  rapid  i>;turn  10  firmness,  so  snon 
as  exporters  show  any  indination  to  enter  lUe  market"  Tlie 
commission  export  houses  generally  compl.iin  tli.it  oficru 
fiom  here  meet  with  no  response  fiOm  abioail,  and  the  "gy- 
mnastics" on  the  New  York  Coftee  Exchange  have  been  sim- 
ply distieising  ;  daily  fluctuations  of  15  to  25  Painls  are  not 
calculated  to  increase  Hio's  confidence  in  Kxchange  quoia. 
lions,  but  American  roasiei-s  seem  to  require  some  cufiee  and 
although  this  demand  is  not  likely  lo  be,  veiy  Large,  it  may 
suffice  to  maintain  prices  here.  The  coflee  dealers  and  fac- 
tors  are  complaining  that  stocks  are  overestimated  by  some 
too  000  bags,  nnd  appeal  lii  the  brukers  lo  verify  the  qiianiily 
now  here.  It  iscm.*  peculiar  that  ihc  c'jflee  men  iheinselve-; 
do  not  ciiuiit  stocks,  but  this  duly  row  seems  lo  huve  been 
accepted  by  the   brokers.

We  learn  of  nothing  of  special  importance  during  the  week, 
A  modeiatc  quantity  of  Kiver  Plate  flour  has  arrived,  and 
prices  for  this  quality,  and  fijr  local  mills,  are  slightly  Imvar, 
but  the  market  is  very  quiet  and  the  business  di>iug  is  quite 
insignificant.  Lard  is  11  a  and  lower,  but  pOrk.  codfish  and 
rice  are  nbuut  steady  and  iinchaneed.  All  the  pine  tnaikots 
have  impioved,  for  the  quantity  now  afloat  has  been  iniidi 
reduced  by  the  recent  arrivals.  No  kerosene,  nor  Uirpeiitiiie, 
nor  rosin  have  arrived,  and  only  a  small  lot  lif  cement  ;  die 
quotatiuns  for  all  are  where  we  loft  them  a  week  ago,  Re- 
ceipts of  Indian  cum  are  small,  but  the  only  change  in  prides 
is  an  advance  i'li  superior  iiativo.
